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ABSTRACT 

This booklet presents a description of 16 bilingual 
programs funded by Title I, ESEA in New York City. Information 
includes a description and list of objectives for each program.

BdlltiRual Blculturnl Program tn ConUmctton with Title VII 
Program Description 

This component is a recycling of the 1971-72 program which was funded 
also by Title VII ESEA funds. The program was ostabliahed on the premise that 
there Is a cause and effect rel^cionship between languav'.e handicap and poor 
academic achievement . The school populacion of this district is over 7!3% 
Spanlsh-*6peaking and has the highest percentap,e of pupils In the language 
classification of one (1) and two (2) who speak little or no English* 

The program will be housed in three schools, PS 20, PS 73 and PS 1*^4, 
Each school will have four bllin^;ual claeseo, one on each grade level (K-3) 
or a total of 12 classes and will be reaorganized from existing clf43sefl of 
each grade 0 

The target participants will include pupils who do not speak English or 
who do not have sufficient mastery of English to be able to keep up with 
subject matter tauglit exclusively in Kn.'Uish, pupils who are of Spaixifih back- 
ground but who have become dominant lanf;ua^^,e is Enp,lish but v;t:o wish to learn 
Spanish. The aim of the program is to offer pupils the opportunity to become 
facile in two languages and to become acquainted with the heritage of two 
cultures. 

Pupils will be taught all basic skills in their dominant language whether 
it be Spanish or English. At the same time, they will begin to develop compe- 
tency in the second language. Each successive year of instruction in the second 
language will increase until the filth year of the program when all partici- 
pants are expected to achieve bilingual proficiency.

Elementary BlllnRual Pror^ram 
, yyoRy4im Dftccriptlon 

Thlfl program will meet the needa of Spanlsh-«peaklng children 
on the elementary level who rxperience difficulty learning academic 
subjects in an English-speaking environment. Over 757. of the pupils 
In the district are Spanlsh-apcaking and the district haa the highest 
percentage of students in the language classification of 1 and 2 who 
epeak little or no English at all. Experience in the district has 
shown that an ••English-approach" only to the teaching of non-English- 
speaking pupils has not resulted In providing any acceptable standard 
of academic achievement. Furthermore » non-English-apcaklng pupils 
acquire negative self -concepts when they are not able to achieve suc- 
cessful school experiences. 

This bilingual instructional program will provide instruction in» 
all subject areas in the dominant language while pupils learn the 
second language. This will afford Spanish-speaking children an early 
opportunity not only to experience success in school aubjccta but 
vtll promote positive self-concepts which v/lll lead to further suc- 
cess in school. 

The participants in this program, however, will all bo Spanish- 
speaking pupils and who arc primarily in the language category of 1 
and 2 in the New York City Board of Education's Scale of Pupils* 
Ability to Speak Englich. Enrollment of all children will require 
parental consent. All pupils will be screened on the basis of re- 
cords and applicable testing so as to determine proper placement. 

The program will operate In four schools which ycre selected 
according to need. Tl^e schools are: P.S. 15, P.S. 64, P.S. 140, 
and P.S, 188. Each school will have two bilingual classes, one for 
the Kindergarten and one for the first grade. Each class will have 
a maximum of 20 pupils. The program will servo a total of 160 pupils. 
Tlic pupils in addition to boing duight all basic fikills in SpanlRh 
will si so receive dal ly formal instruction in English as a second 
language. Cultural horlt/ige will bo an Integral part of the instruc- 
tional program. The pupils will be Instructed in Puerto Rican ar;^ 
Hispanic history and culture.

Sacoodary Bilingual Program ^ 

Program DAacrlptlon 

iThls bilingual program ia aimilar to the elementary bilingual 
program in its objectlvca except that it will meet the needa of the 
Spanlah-apeaklng puplla on the accondary level who are experiencing 
difficulty In learning academic subjects In an Cnglsh-apeaklng 
dominant claaaroom. Over 7571 of the puplla In the dlotrlct arc 
Spaniah-apcaklng and more than half of the secondary level pupils or 
tvo (2) who speak little or no English at all. Many of these adoles- 
eiant* are non*readers even in their own language. 

Thia program will be a non-graded bilingual program to meet 
the needa of these Spanish-language dominant pupils with acme or with- 
out prevloua schooling in Spanish or with poor language competence. 
They will be selected on the baaia of careful screening of records, 
interviews, guidance counselors refcrrala and testing. Parents will 
also be contacted and consulted prior to placement. 

The program will be housed In JIIS 22, JHS 60 and JHS 71. Each 
school will have two classes in grades 7th and 8th and will consist 
of 20 students to a class or a total of 120 for the pror.ram. Place- 
ment in these two clasacs will also be In accordance with a^,e as will 
aa academic background. The program will operate during the regular 
aehool houra from September 1972 through June 1973* 

Instruction in the major content areas will be In Soanlsh and 
emphasis will also bo placed on the teaching of English as a second 
language. The instructional program will consist of the curriculum 
prescribed by the Board of Education and will include Puerto Kican 
and Hispanic cultural heritage which will be an integral part of 
the instructional program. However, flexibility will be provided to 
I allow for adaptation to the needs and abilities of the puplla In the 
area of methodolo>^y and curriculum development* Opportunities for 
interaction and contacts with Hngliah-apeaking pupils will be provided 
through participation In the regularly scheduled classes, such as 
Industrial Arts, Music, Art and Physical Education.

Comunlty School District 1 

Chtneoe Bilingual Progr;ini 

Program Description 

/Tht program is similar to the elementary and secondary bilingual 
programs for the Spanish-speaking pupils In Ifis objectives an<l 
Mthbdology except that it is geared to the apecial noeda of Chinese*- 
apeaking pupils from grades 4 to 6 who have difficulty tn learning 
prescribed curriculum with English as the sole mtfdiuiu of iiistruccion* 

Tha most recent district statistics indicate a growing register 
of Chinese-speaking pupils, 5A7 in the elementary schools and 400 in 
the secondary schools which is an increase of over 87. since 1970. 
Most of them are recent arrivals to ^his country with little or no 
knowledge of English. 

The difficulty of learning scademLc^ subjects in an Engli.<;h- 
speaking dominant environment Is compounded even more with Chinese- 
Speaking pupils because of the diffornnccs in languano which are so 
unlike the Indo-European family of lan};ua^cs with its phonetic system 
and grammatical patterns. GranTmatical features in Enp.lish, for ex- 
ample, do not necessarily have a corresponding feature in Clvinese 
such as infinitives, verb a^,rccnients« tense inflections and articles.. 
The problems of learning tnj^.liah^ and of teaching English, therefore, 
is totally different than that of learning and teaching of other non- 
English-speaking pupils. 

The program will operate during the regular school hours from 
September 1972 to June 30, 1973, It will be houacd in PS 19 and 
PS 73, the two schools which liave the highest proportion of Chinese- 
speaking pupils who are tn the language category of I or 2 who speak 

little nr no En>);llsh. Each school will have one class of approxima- 
tely 25 pupils for a total of 50 pupils serviced. Pupils will 
be selected on the basis of poor lanf^unge competence, teacher and 
guidance counselor's referrals, class records, reading scores, test 
results and interviews. Parents will be consulted prior to place- 
ment • 

Instructions in tlje major subject areas prescribed by the Board 
of Education such as mathemaL ics , langiiaKQ arts, and social studies 
will be given in Ctilnesc In tl^e standard dlnloct of the dominant 
Clilnese-speaking pupils which Is CantoneMC, However, where applicable 
and necessary, Inscruction may also be y.lven In Mandarin individually 
or in small groupn where the Mandarln-Hpnaklnv. proup m.iy prndomf nato , 
Ctilnese culture nnd hlntory will alno he an Intfj^'.ral part of tlie In-

jPrcgram Degcrtption 



Spsniah and French apeaklng children experience difficulty 
learning academic subjects In an English-speaking environment, due 
to their incomplete grasp of English. Non-English speaking children 
acquire negative self concepts as they perceive themselves as non* 
learners* The Spanish or French-speaking parent finds it difficult 
to participate In the activities of a totally English-speaking school. 

The bilingual instructional program can provide Spanish and 
French speaking pupils with intmcdlate successful exporicncca In a 
familiar language as opposed to the lanKuage and culture shock a 
child Is likely to experience in a standard Instructional program. 
The implication for educators would scom to be that children must 
be afforded an early opportunity to experience success in school 
•o that a resulting positive self-concept will lead to further 
success in school. 



Newly admitted Spanish-^speaking or Frcnch-^apeaklng pupils 
admitted on transfer ere interviewed by English as a Second Language 
peraonncl at the school level to determine language dominance. Parents 
of those pupils rated ''Category 2** (or level D through F on Che Scale 
of English Language Ability) are invited to enroll chclr children in 
the Spanish or French dominant component of the Bilingual Program. 

Spanish Dominant or French I^ominant children (category 2) may 
partifjlpote In the Bilingual Program only when parents request such 
."lace.Tjent . Extensive recruitment and community ^^ducatlon efforts are 
unv^ertaken to support the volunteerlsm aspect of the prograrr. 

Each Kindergarten class will receive approximately seventy-five 
to eighty-five per cfnt of its Instruction Ln the dominant lAng\inr»c 
and approxln'fltely fifteen to tuenty-flve per cent of the tlnie will 
be spent in studying a second language. 

First grade classes will be receiving approximately sixty-five 
to seventy-flvc por cent of the inst rtict Ion In thrlr doinlnnnt InnKungc 
and twenty-five to thirty-five per cent of the instruction will be 
In the second langun^'^e. 

These percentages mny be cliangcd as Indicated by nocds.

I This program will serve a total of some 600 children In 12 
•choo!a In Diatrict 4» as follows: children in grades I to 3 in PS 
83, 10l» 102» 107» 121 and 168; children in grades 4 to 6 In PS 57, 
155^ and 296; and children in grades 6 to 9 in IS 117 and JHS 13 and 
99. 

Zn' the elementary schools, 50 percent of the participonts will 
be Spanish dominant and 50 percent will be Engish dominant. Children 
vlll be taught language arts and mathematics in their dominant 
language; and acicncct social studios, music, and games, bilingually. 
Engish-dominant children will be taught Spanish as a second language 
and Spanish»dominant children will be taught English as a second 
language. 

In the secondary schools, only pupils who rate D to F on the 
English-speaking rating scale and who come from environments where 
the dominant language is Spanish will be serviced. English will 
be taught as a sc'*^-:!'! language. All prescribed subjects will be 
taught in Spanish first, iit-h English facing only gradually introduced. 
Students will also receive instruction in physical education, shop, art, 
and music and will participate in math lab and reading lab activities.

ProRram Description 

Thla program will help to overcome existing academic problemSt 
Identity and cultural needs of 600 English » Spanloh and French 
•peaking children In PS 30, 125 and PS 161 In grades 1-3. The fol- 
lowing special needs will considered: skills Instruction in basic 
language; opportunities for children to interact socially and to 
•hare cultural experiences in an educational setting. 

The mastery of academic skills needed to succeed as a student 
la a sloWy frustrating and too often unrealized objective for 
bilingual children whose special needs are not met. These special 
needs include skills Intructlon in the basic language; opportunities 
for children to interact socially and share cultural experiences in 
an educational setting. In order to meet these Aecds and in coopera- 
tion with the Title VII program, instruction will be provided as per 
the Coral Vay approach. In other words, children will be grouped 
according to language dominance for part of the day and according to 
discipline area abilities for other parts of che day. A Spanish 
dominant child who Is cxcllcnt In mathematics may be grouped with all 
Spanish dominant children for pupposcs of developmental reading and 
with Spanish, English and French dominant children of similar math 
abilities • for math lessons presented in English. Although many 
Title VII programs choose to teach math in the dominant language, we 
would like to use the approach which has been successful at New York's 
Bilingual School, PS 25. At that Title V7.I center, children of any 
language area are taught math in English. The teachers feel that 
©r.^;h, is a new vocabulary no matter whac language is used for Instruc- 
i^ional purposes. Therefore, providing the instruction in math, allows 

for Spanish and French dominant children and also allows for ethnic 
Interaction on a regular, rather than token basis. 

The teachers would be vorklng In a team situation In order to 
plan similar lessons in the various language groups and work this pro- 
posal describes the special techniques and procedures which will be 
used in the dual bilingual education classrooms. The process and pro- 
duct objectives concisely describe the extent to which various proce- 
dures will be utllired and the dcp.rce to which children will receive 
Instruction In their dominant and second langun^^ifl* Current plans 
call for Spanish, dominant children Co receive approximately yO -S'^/i of 
classroom instruction in their dominant language. At the sanie time, the 
children will receive daily instructiun in a second langu.ij^c at> v;cll ar. 
academic lessons in the second language. More specific instructional 
schedules will be designed by the teachers during the summer workshop.

A variety of graded materiala suitable to the needs of the children 
vill be utilized^ Classes will provide a relaxed, tension-free at* 
oosphere conducive to learning. 

Through a series of trips, discussions and career oriented pro** 
gram, children vill be assisted in making wise choices of subjects 
and activities. Arangcments will be made to have pupils visit Eigli 
achoola and to have former students speak with them. Every opportu- 
nity will be given to have the pupils explore their own Interests. 
They will explore the vocational and social aspects of our society 
through contact with a variety of persons from different walks of 
life. 



In order to achieve optimum Intergration with children whose 
dominant language la English, children in the program will be 
scheduled for such sujjccts aa art^ music, health education, 
industrial arts, and homo economics in Integrated classes.

Program Description 

The target population will be tvelvft tolected classes in tha 
Klndargarcen, primiiryi and intermediate grades where a large nutnber 
of pupils are non*English speaking and are raced on Che Puerto Rican 
Study Scale as ''D'\ or ^*F'\ Those children in chese classes 

vlll live in Che zoned boundary lines of Public School 116. The 
classes will be bi-llngual in the following grades: K to 6. Ap- 
proximately 360 children will be serviced. 

The program will employ one teacher in each of Che cvelve 
selected classes. One of che teachers will have a speakingi reading 
and vriclng knowledge of boch Spanish and English. 

It Is envisioned chac a variety of spproaches, depending upon 
the needs of che children, on a parcicular grade will be employed 
to provide che instruccion. For a pare of che school day che Spanish- 
Speaking Teacher will insCrucc the ochor group of pupils in English. 

At ocher times of che day che encire class will be taught che 
same concepcs ot skills. However, at this cime che Spani8h-*Speaking 
teacher will translace slmulcancously the information in Spanish.

Bilingual Supportive Servlcea/BUinj^ual Program 
Program Description 

Thla program la one which utilizes the fulltlme service/! of 
a bilingual team consisting of a bilingual educational assistant^ a 
bilingual teacher in school and community relations, and a teacher of 
English as a second laaguap;e (TRSL> in all the Title I achool-a of 
District 19, in order to service tliose students for whom English is 
a second language. In addition, dual services for the Hispanic 
student will be provided by the bilingual ceachcr* The enphaais will 
ba on bilingual education, language development, and knowledge of 
cultural heritage. 

The program will attempt to establish and develop the process 
of comroiinlcst ion, so that the pupils for whom Fnj^llsh la a second 
language can achieve success in reading grade achievement, and develop- 
ment of appropriate language skills in both English and Spanish* 

It will also serve to bridge the communications gap between the 
school and the community by providing a liaison person who could give 
supportive asaistance to the bilingual student ^nd his parents. 

In addition, the Bilingual Supportive Program will be composed 
of various pilot bilingual progrems. These programs will take place 
in various schools in District 19 « 

Target I: This pilot Program will consist of children 
of Hispanic background who are 5-6-7 years of a^e who sp^nk and 
understand only Spanish when they register in Now York fjlty schools, 
and of English-5p«?aklng children whoso parents voluntarily request 
for their enrollment In this program. This bilingual progrnm 
of instruction will be provided for children in KindcrRarten, first, 
and second grades. Children in these classes will psrclclpate 
together In tiio daily program. An Knglish speaking teacher, a 
bilingual teacher, and a bilingual paraptofess lonal will work together 
utiling a team teaching approach. 

At the start, one group In oncli of the above grades will be 
taught in its dominont languij^.e except In the nronn of mnthomntlcs 
and science, uhich will be taugh In both Kngllsh and Spanish. The 
second langua^je would /%Ibo ho Introduced. 

Each year a new grade will be sdtlod to the hlpjient fliiccpedlng 
grade until the pupils attniu equal ability in both languaj;c3 by 
the fifth year of the program. 
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jk vrrlation of thl» bilingual pilot progmm will consist only of 
Blaptnlc background who apeak and understand only Spanish when they 
rcglate!;' in New York City schools. 

In order to implement this program, three (3) Bilingual Classroom 
Teachers (reimbursable) will be utilized at PS 63» who will coordi- 
nate their activities with the early childhood teachers (tax levy) of 
the grades. 

Target II: This pro,, ram will consist of children of 
Hispanic background who are non-English speaking and who can read 
only In Spanish (third grade and up). To increase the acacLmic 
achievement of these children, the teacher will instrucC the children 
In their dominant langu^ige in some academic subjects as wftll as in the* 
language arts program* The children will tiius develop their linguis- 
tic and reading skills in their dominant langua};;c^ which will provide 
for the acquisition of concepts which can later be transferred to nhe 
child's occond language. The child will also receive instruction In 
ESL. It will be in operation in the grade of hlf^hrnt priority, as 
per needp of school. In addition, children of Hir>panic bnckground who 
ara extremely retarded In reading English and who cnnnot read In 
Spanish, will be serviced by this fact of the program. This program 
will operate In PS 202, 159, 174, and 3^»5. Each school will utilize 
the acrvices of three (3) full-time Bilingual Clflssroom Teachers. 

Target III: A bilingual program in the Intermediate 
and Junior High School will include: 

a. Children of Hispanic background who can read only Spanish. 

b. Children who cannot read In English nor In Spanish and 
whose ability In Spanish was never developed and thereby 
handicapped them In both languages. 

c. Children with no background In the second langu«p,c . 

A program of Instruction will be provided to ir^crcnfic the 
academic achievement of these pupils by teaching thvv(\ content areas 
in their own lan^;uay»e while they are developing their skills In 
English, thus pi'ovidlng for the acqatsltloii of concepts In aubjcct 
matter which cm later be transferred to the second 1/ingunge. The 
child will also receive intensive lnfltructl'r?n in Mnp;llnh an a Second 
Language. These children will be mixed In jj.^nsBCB such as shop, 
music, art, and phyutcal education. Thla prnKtamwfll ho in oprr^tlon 
at J. M.S. 296 and will utilize three (3) Bl.iinKual Classroom Tf^achers.

I Th6 Bilingual Program In School and Community Relations la a 
recycled program. It will be In twelve (12) elementary and Inter* 
vifdlate Bchoola. These schools are: ?S 41, PS 144, PS 150, PS 156, 
PS 175, PS 183, PS 184, PS 284, PS 298, PS 327, PS 332 and PS 396. 



It vlll be conducted by thirteen (13) teachers: one teacher vlll 
assigned to each school Involved snd one teacher wlll*be located at 
the district office. Each teacher will be able to meet the language 
«nd cultural needs of approximately 65 bilingual children. Their 
duties will relate to the school staff, to pupils for whom English 
Is s second language, to their parents and to the community. The 
teacher vlll utilize his bilingual and blcultural knowledge and skills 
to assist In the guidance of non-Engllah speaking pupils. The teachers 
are supervised by the District Coordlnstor of Bilingual Programs. 
Each teacher will be assisted by s bilingual psraprofesslonal who will 
prepare msterlals, work with pupils and parenta In followup actions, 
and work with teachers In areas of pupil ^sttcndance snd guidance. 

In order to enrich the Instructional program of our bilingual 
children (French and Spanish-speaking) and to help familiarize the 
Staff with particular cultural differences, history, and sensitivi- 
ties, appropriate curriculum materials will be developed and planing 
and carrying out of training sessions will tnke place. The parties 
of concern will be the assigned teachc^rs, parents, and other communl* 
ty persons.

The Bilingual Contmunlty Liaison will serve the 1130 Spanish 
speaking eligible Tny.ct Popi-Ution pupils of PS 1^, ilie Bilingual 
Community Liaison will serve the 250 eligible Tngct Population Spanish 
Speaking pupils at VS 1439, A total of 1330 Spanish speaking pupils 
will be served, Of the 1339 Spanish ('peaking pupils, 147 are Puerto 
Rican» 1233 are from other Spanish speaking countries. 

Tlic program, und«;r the supervision of the Principal of each 
school (PS 19 and PS 143 respectively) is designed to narrow the 
communication gap between the home and tbc school, that Ls Impeding 
the normal advnnccrent of the Spanish-speaking child. Promotion of 
scholastic achievcrj^»nt is. attained by encouraging parents to parti- 
cipate in school activities ar;d arranging workshops for parents of 
Spanish-apeaklng children and of Bilingual par professionals to 
enable them to piny positive roles in the home-school-coinnuni ty 
sltaatlon. The Bilingual Community Liaison Teacher riy visit homea, 
meet with members of the parents' association and meet with other 
Interested mombcra of the connnunlty to for»ter better understanding 
of tlie scliool and of the community. The Bilingual Conx^unity Liaison 
will al?io serve a« a liaison botwocn the parents and other private and 
public referral ngrncics (such ac to the school Guidance Counselor, 
B.CC. Welfare, etc, )

Program Description 

Tha program will involve approximately 110 Children attending 
PS 31^ and PS 44. The target grade level for this program will be 
Grades 2,3^ and 4. 



lAfter initial screening, for the purpose of identifying language 
difficulties as they may relate to lack of achievement, children will 
be ItisCnicted tn small groups by the bilingual teacher. Follow up 
Instruction will be given to the classroom teacher* Specific learning 
aids and exercises will be given to these children as part of their 
regular classroom curriculum. An anecdotal record will be maintained 
for each group and for Individual children, as the need may be indi- 
cated. 

The children will be grouped according to degree of language dif- 
ficulty. Each group will consist of not more than eight (3) to ten 
(10) children. Tl;e small and large group Instruct ion will Involve 
familarizat ion with the cormnunlty and its resources through walking 
trips in the area. Parental involvement will be encouraged in this 
and all other activities both in arid out of school. Tlie historical 
and cultural backRtound of Puerto Rlcan children will be taupht and 
shared throughout the program in and out of the regular clssroom* 

Each -group will meet on a regular basis at least two days each 
veck for 40 minutes. Additional Instruction will be given by ^:he 
educational assistants (who arc bilingual and experienced) at least 
twice a week, under the supervision of the classroom teacher. 

The teachers who have Spanish speaking children in their classes 
will participate in an in service program that will be conducted after 
school. There will be 10 teachers who will receive trnlninp.. There 
will be 10 2 hr. sesBlons for each tcncher. There will also be a 
teacher trainer wlio will teach teachers after scliool, for 10 sessions 
of 2 hr. duration each, *

Building Bridge to Better Bilingual Educfltion 

Program Description 

Centrally located at the Office of Bilingual Education, the Trainlnj; 
component of the program Building Bridges to Better BiltniL-^ual Education 
la succeeding in becoming an educational change agent. Having as its 
target population Title I eligible children attending the New York City 
Public Schools » it has Initiat^U a teacher preparation program specifi- 
cally designed to meet their instructional needs. 

The primary strategy for initiating change In the educational system is 
the provision of Intensive training in the field of Bilingual Education 
to future teachers who are at the paraprofessionn 1 and professional assistant 
levels. This training includes courses in Methodolof^y of Bilingual Instruc- 
tion » Puerto Rican and Hispanic Culture and Language Proficiency in English 
and Spanish. The focus of all instruction is the bilingual child and his needs 

The program will provide 140 paraprofossiona 1 pofiitions in Title I program 
The paraprofesslonals will assist the non-English-speaking children in classes 
under the direction of teachers who speak little or no Spanir^h and will pro- 
vide direct assistance to regular teachers in using a bilingual approach to 
Instruction. 

Program Objectives 

1. After 6 weeks of reading instruction in the pupil's dominant 
languajf^e', the reading grade of the participating Title I 
Spanlahrspcaking pupils attending on a regular basis will rhow a sta- 
tistically significant difference bntwoen the tenl post-test score and 
anticipated post-test score as measured by an appropriate level of the 
C.I. A. Reading test, 

2. After 6 weeks of instruction in mathematics in the pupils' s dominant 
language, the mathomatics grade of the participating Title I Spanish- 
speaking pupils attnnding on a regular basis will show a statistically 
significant difference between tlie real post-test score and anticipated 
post-test score as measured by an appropriate level of the C.I.A, 
Mathematics Battery teat. 

3. After 6 intensive sessions of instruction in the inservlce training
